DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claim 12 is allowable over the prior art for at least the 
reason that the prior fails to teach or reasonably suggest the 
transparent substrate having a total light transmittance not 
lower than 89%, a haze of not higher than 1.6%, a coefficient of 
static friction of not higher than 0.6 and a coefficient of 
dynamic friction of not higher than 0.6 set forth in the claimed 
combination .
